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Set Back for Hotel Plans 


Definite obstacles are, at present, stopping the plan to erect an hotel on 
land at the corner of Pier Street and the Esplanade, Mr. P. Loren told Altona 
Councillors at their last meeting. Mr. Loren was present at the invitation of 
council who wished to ascertain the reason for the delay in developing the site. 


Mr: Loren had applied to council. for permission 
to repair the shops on this corner which were re- 


cently damaged by fire. 


Councillors wished to know 
if the plan for an hotel had 
been dropped. 

Mr, Loren assured them he 
definitely had not lost sight 
of the hotel but it may be 
a long range plan—may be 
three years. He said short- 
age of land was, the main 
problem. He explained an 
option had been held on 
more Jand but due to delay 
caused by objections to the 
hotel received by the Board 
of Works the option ex- 
pired. 

Another problem was 
the need for sufficient 
capital to finance the 
project. 

He said in the mean time 
he wished to repair the pre- 
sent eyesore on the corner 





and put it to some use. 

If permission to repair the 
shops was given Mr. Loren 
said the amusement proprie- 
tor would use them to put his 
trampolines under cover for 
the winter. 

He said the repairs were 
not costly or extensive and 
would be undertaken immedi- 
ately permission was given. 

Cr. W. G. Cresser asked 
why the council did not 
know of the objections to the 
hotel. 

The Shire Secretary (Mr. 
J. W. Waters) said the objec- 
tions were nothing to do 
with the Council.

Rise in Pan Fees 


Altona Pan Fee will probably rise 5/- when 
rates and pan fee charges are adopted by the Altona 


Council for next year. 


The Melbourne and Metropolitan Board of 
Works has notified Altona Council of an increase 
in the charge for disposing of night soil. The charge 
of 10/- per pan has been increased to 15/- per pan 
per annum as from January 1, 1964, 


Mr. 
Secretary, said, assuming the 
Board does not increase its 
rate further, the present pan 
fee of £5/7/- will have to be 
increased to £5/12/0 in the 
next estimates. In the mean- 
time revenue must bear the 
loss of 3/9d. per pan (ap- 
proximately £1000) for the 
balance of the financtal year. 

The rise has angered Al- 
tona Counclllors, 

“Surely this is irregular,” 
commented Cr. S. McIntosh. 
The Board knows rates for 
the year are formulated in 
September and ratepayers 
have already been charged 
for the greater part of 1964. 
Tf they raise the rate if should 
not be at this time of year. 

Cr, McIntosh said the coun- 
cll has always maintained 
Tates for Altona Shire should 
not be raised. He stressed 
the point that it was the

Board raising the pan charge 
and not the council. - 

He moved that a letter of 
protest be sent to the Board 
stating that a rise in pan 
charges should be prior to 
the setting of council rates. 

Cr. J. J. Ginifer pointed 
out the council had to now 
budget for an extra £1000 
which must be paid out of 
general revenue. This means 
peopie who do not pay pan 
charges such as septic tank 
users will be contributing 
to thi extra charge. 

The Board advised the 
council that the cost per pan 
for 1962-63 amounted to 
£U/1/3 per pan and the net 
cost of operating the service 
after tne 
annual charge of 10/- per 
Fan was £31,814. The Board 
therefore decided to ‘raise 
the fee from 10/0 to 15/0 
per pan per annum.

Most countries of the 

world celebrate a national 

day. : 


This is often traditional or 
inspired by legend, or is the 


j commemoration of a popular 


revolution which entailed a 
glorious but bloody uprising 
of the people. Tne settling 
of Australia by a handful of 
convicts and marines hardly 
compares with the American 
Revolution against Britain or 
the storming of the Bastille 
by the Paris Mob, yet it is 
loosely related in that it rep- 
resents the establishment of 
a new order. 

It is on a foundation such 
as this that we attempt to 
build up a national tradition 
of which we can be proud, 
but our efforts do not seem 
to be meeting with much suc- 
cess judging by the public 
apathy which greets Aus- 
tralia Day each year. Thus 
it seems that we must re- 
think our whole approach 
and institute something more 
likely to gain public support 
and interest. 

The objective of such cele- 
brations is to bring forth 
national pride. We must re- 
place the present Australia 
Day with something more 
worthy of becoming a tradi- 
tion and which still has the 
required accent on nation- 
alism. I would suggést some- 
thing along ‘the lines of the 
Adelaide Festival of Arts, a 
festival running for a week 
or 10 days and climaxing or 
beginning on January 26. Im 
mediately the national con- 
nection is made with the 
festival, and for the first time 
the obscure day serves some 
purpose. 

‘The festival could include 
the cream of the Australian 
arts—concerts, exhibitions, 
theatrical performances. It 
may even be possible to in- 
duce manufacturers and re- 
tailers to have Australian 
books and records readily 
available and not to indulge 
in commercialisation at the 
same fjme. Manufacturers 
could also contribute by stag- 
ing industrial fairs and homes 
exhibitions of the type often 
in progress at the exhibition 
buildings. and emphasising 
throughout the “Made in 
Australia” aspect. 

The festival could culmi- 
nate with’ a people’s celebra- 
tien along the lines of the 
€o0uth American Mardi Gras, 
which although not as fruit- 
ful as the preceding activi- 
ties would provide an oppor- 
tunity for everybody to join 
together in ‘sihging and 
dancing in the streets ‘so 
making this not only a fes- 
tival bub a celebration, one 
of which we can be proud 
and in which all can join.
